Bob Devaney’s successful 11-year coaching 
reign over the University of Nebraska football 
empire is about to end. 

His third straight Orange Bow] appearance — a 
record for the Miami Classic — will mark 
Devaney’s final game as field boss for the 
Cornhuskers, 

What will he miss most about college 
coaching? 


With a twinkle in his eye, and his famous Irish 
wit at work, Devaney responds “Saturday night 
after a victory.” 


Devaney admits he will cherish fond memories 
of his years on the Lincoln campus. 

Tops among them will be his back-to-back 
national championships (1970 and °71), a rare 
accomplishment. 

The fact that nine of his 11 Nebraska clubs 
earned a berth in a post-season bowl game, and 
claimed seven Big Hight Conference titles, is alsoa 
source of satisfaction. ‘. 

During this season Devaney gained another 
plateau when Nebraska bombed Kansas State, 59-7, 
in the next-to-last game of the regular season. It 
was his 100th victory at Nebraska. 


Unequaled Record 


Devaney enters this Orange Bow! game with a 
100-20-2 record as head coach of the Big Red and an 
overall career mark of 135-30-7, counting five 
Seasons at Wyoming. That makes him the 
winningest coach in the nation.

Also high on his list of memories will be the 23 
victories in a row and a streak of 32 consecutive 
games without a defeat which his teams recorded 
while marching to those national titles. 

His 1971 national champions swept through a 
perfect 13-0-0 season. Was that the most rewarding 
year during his career? 


“It was our best single season record,” he 
observed, “but I think the most satisfying year I 
ever had was my first at Nebraska in 1962.” 


The year before Devaney arrived on the 
Lincoln campus, the Cornhuskers of 1961 won just 
one of their final seven games. 

“Yet we had an 8-2 regular season record the 
very next fall,” Devaney remembers. “We were 
able to show the players and the Nebraska fans we 
could be winners.” 

-Devaney grins now as he reealls the offer to 
play in the Gotham Bowl at the end of that season, 


in what. was to become the first of those nitie bowl 
games. At the time he winced a little. 


That Gotham Bowl 


“We didn’t want any part of that Gotham Bowl 
deal,” he says. “Though we had a good record, we 
didn’t have much of a pass defense. In our last 
game Oklahoma beat us, 34-6, by throwing the ball. 
And they hada lousy passer. He was terrible, but 
he riffled us.” 

The Gotham Bowl people wanted to match 
Nebraska against Miami of Florida, which had 
highly touted passer George Mira. 


The story had a happy ending, however. “Our 
victory in that game 36-34} really made it all 
worthwhile. That's what really got our program olf 
and running,” 

And one of the games during that 1962 season 
still ranks among the most satisfying triumphs for 
Devaney. i ; 

His first game at the helm of the Big Red was a 
tuneup 53-0 victory over South Dakota. But the 
second outing was against powerful Michigan. 


No Big Ten Losses 


But his fledgling Comhuskers came away as 25- 
13 victor. Throughout his career at Nebraska 
Devaney has never lost to a Big Ten school. 

Of all his coaching victories, just two rank 
above that Michigan win. 

The No. 1 choice? “The Okiahoma game of last 
year, of course,” he says. The clash was billed as 
The Game of the Century. And it lived up te 
advanee notices, 

The 35-31 Nebraska victory, coupled with a win 
over Alabama in the Orange Bowl gave the 
Cornhuskers their second national crown. And 
Oklahoma, despite the loss, was ranked second in 
the country. 7 

Devaney’s second most satisfying triumph? 
“The LSU game in the Orange Bow! after the 1970 
season,” he says. “This game goes high on the list 
because it brought us our first national 
championship.” 

The Cornhusker coach makes no secret of the 
fact that he'd like to add one more memory prior to 
his retirement to the duties of athletic director. 
Victory over Notre Dame next Monday.

Having the 56-pound Heisman Trophy 
sitting in your living room doesn’t 
guarantee success in pro football. Con- 
sider Gary Beban (1967), John Huarte 
(1964) and Terry Baker (1962), 

Nor does it guarantee its possessor the 
honor of being picked in the first round of 
the pro football draft. 1971 winner Pat 


Sullivan was a second round choice, and 


1969 winner Steve Owens had to wait 
until the third round to be chosen. 

But the thought of not making it in pro 
football, and the thought of not being a 
first round choice when the NFL draft 
gets under way January 30 have not 
entered the mind of Johnny Rodgers. He 
was a landslide choice as the 1972 
Heisman winner, as the best college 
football player, in the minds of nearly 
1,000 sports writers and broadcasters. 

Houston Oilers’ coach Bill Peterson, 
whose club has the first draft pick, has 
said he will not make Rodgers his first 
choice. This analysis doesn’t upset 
Rodgers in the least. 

“A player has no choice as to where 
he's going to play,” Rodgers says. “But 
I'd prefer to be with a little better team 
than Houston. 

“T've been told that Houston and Los 
Angeles are trying to work out a trade 
which would give the Houston’s No. 1 
pick to the Rams. I wouldn’t mind 
playing for Los Angeles. I'd like to live 
out there.” 


If Rodgers had his druthers, the New 
York Jets would be high on his list, but he 
admits, “I might not be around by the 
time their turn comes up.”’ 


You can read between the lines about 
his quiet confidence in making it big in 
pro football, when he explains the one 
thing he hopes will happen in the draft. 

“T hope I go to a team that has a good

quarterback,” he says, “someone like 
Jim Plunkett at New England. Being able 
to have Joe Willie (Namath):throwing to 
me would be great.” 

One thing the Heisman ‘Trophy has 
meant to its recipients has been inereased 
negotiating power in the money war over 
a pro contract. 

And Rodgers, who came from an 
Omaha ghetto, is well aware of that. 

’Of his ‘telephone chats with Oklahoma's 
Greg Pruitt, Rodgers recalls they weren't 
as frequent as he'd like them to have 
been, and that he often had.to remind 
Pruitt that the phone bill was growing. 

“T'd tell him we don't have any money 
yet, but some day we will,’ Rodgers 
recalls. 

As Rodgers toted his trephy back to 
Lincoln from the New York presentation, 
the unpleasant thing that came to his 
mind was the 30-day jail sentence he must 
serve for driving on a suspended license. 


‘Now I’ve got to 
go back and serve 
my 30 days,’ he 
offered. 


“T hope I don’t have to do it until after 
the draft. The main thing I hate about it is 
that it means I lose my driver’s license for 
a year and just at a time when I’m going 
to have some money to buy myself a nice 
car. 

“Tf it wasn't for losing the license, I'd 
go in tomorrow and start serving the 20 
days.” 

Despite an editorial campaign waged 
against him by Eastern writers, Rodgers 
was one of the most overwhelming 
winners in the 38-year history of the 
Heisman. 


RODGERS: No. Pro Guarantee 


He polled more than twice aS many 
first place votes as runner-up Pruitt, 301- 
117, and was the No. | choice inal 
sections of the eountry. 

Rodgers shows no outward signs of 
bitterness against writers who 
campaigned against him, observing, “I 
can understand how they feel, but I think 
they're judging me on something that I 
should have been judged on three years 
ago. 

“I just wish they would have taken the 
time to get to know me, then make their 
decision on what kind of person [ am.” 

Several Heisman winners, including 
1936 winner Larry Kelley of Yale, 1942 
winner Angelo Bertelli of Notre Dame, 
and 1958 winner Peter Dawkins of Army, 
have come out in defense of Rodgers. 

Typical of their reaction was that 
offered by, Dawkins: 

“Johnny Rodgers was a superb choice 
for the Heisman Trophy,” Lt. Col. 
Dawkins said, after spending two days 
with Rodgers. “He was unquestionably 
the best football player in the country. 

“If there was ever any conceivable way 
of disqualifying a man from the award, it 
should be done by the NCAA which 
governs college athletics. The NCAA 
never said Johnny Rodgers’ conduct was 
unacceptable to participate in college 
football. Therefore, there is no logic er 
consistency to the argument that he 
should be disqualified.” 

But he did win the Heisman. “Winning 
that is something I used to dream about 
when I was a small boy, Rodgers said, 
“but with the things that were happening 
to me, it began to seem like an impossible 
dream.

Rich Glover is usually considered 
college football's answer to Superman — 
a player who fights a never-ending battle 
against wishbones, I-formations and pro 
slots. 

But there is another side to the 234- 
pound, 6-1 all-American’ middle guard. 

Off the field Glover is soft-spoken and 
gentle. While football is a big part of his 
life, he doesn’t like to be known solely as 
a football player. 

“There are other things I'd rather talk 
about than football,” he said. “It bothers 
me when I meet people and they say: 
‘Hey man, you really had a great game. 
Hey man, you really showed ‘em.’ ” 

One of the things Glover likes to talk 


about is a life-long ambition to help 


underprivileged kids. Glover is the 
product of a Jersey City, N.J. black ghet- 
to. 


He remembers how some ofthe kids he 
grew up with got hooked on drugs, and 
how he resisted peer pressures. 


“Lot of guys messed with it,” he 
recalled. “Some guys tried to push me on 
it. They'd say, ‘Let’s go get high, man.’ 
But I'd back off and somebody else would 
say, ‘No, man, he’s an athlete, he don’t 
want no part of that.’ They always left me 
alone.” 

Glover, the fourth child in a family of 
ten, eventually wants to return to his 
hometown to teach physical education 
and coach. Last summer he was a special 
ambassador for the Jersey City recreation 
department. 

The defensive star also wants to build 
an athletic center for Jersey City’s youth.

“It will be somewhere that kids from 
grade school to high school can spend 
their free time . . . facilities which we 
didn't have.”

He’d rather be talking about help

Glover said he probably won't begin 
the center project for at least five years, 
and hopes to win the support of other 
athletes, 

Glover said he hopes to make the 
athletic center a reality through salaries 
from pro football. And he wants to help 


_ his brothers and sisters attend college. 


The recent honors Glover received 
should sweeten his pro contract, 


For the second straight year he was 
picked as a consensus all-Big Eight and 
all-American performer. Then Glover 
won the Outland Trophy, awarded to the 
nation’s best college lineman, and 
finished third in balloting for the 
Heisman Trophy. 


But there’s one award he would like to 
win more than any other. 

“The one that I’m really looking 
forward to is the Vince Lombardi Award, 
which will be presented in Houston 
January 18,”’ he noted. Glover is one of 
four finalists for the award, presented to 
college football's outstanding lineman in 
os of the late Green Bay Packer 
coach, 


Before the Lombardi presentation, 
Glover will play his final college game 
against Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl. 


Final Victory 


“It's going to be a great game,” he said. 
“But I think we should beat them by 10.” 

Even though this is the third straight 
Orange Bowl for the Huskers, Glover said 
the team is looking forward to playing the 
Fighting Irish. 


“We want to end on a good note after 
losing two games this season,” he said. 
“We also want to present coach Devaney 
with a final victory before he retires.”

Then there will be the challenge of pre 
football, Despite his credentials, some 
doubters say Glover is too small for pro 
ball and will have trouble making the 
adjustment from middie guard to 
linebacker in the professional ranks. 


Glover is confident he can make it in 
the National Football League. He thinks 
he'll be drafted in the first round and 
hopes he'll be picked by an eastern team. 

“There are a lot of small guys in the 
pros,” he said. “It just depends on how 
bad you want to play. One of my lifelong 
ambitions is to play in the NFL.” 

Monte Kiffin, the man who recruited 
and coached Glover, has no doubts that 
his star pupil can become an outstanding 
pro. Kiffin sums up Glover's play by 
saying “Rich Glover is the greatest 
defensive lineman to ever play. college 
football,” 

Devaney is also equally high on Glover: 
“He’s never had a bad game for us,” he 
said. “It’s just been a matter of whether 
he’s outstanding or super.”

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OSBORNE: A New Era of Champions?

Tom Osborne has lived with the all- 
American boy image for at least 20 years. 
But he hasn’t always kept out of mischief. 


“The first memory I have of football 
was not pleasant,” relates Osborne, 36, 
who soon becomes Nebraska’s head 
football coach. 

“My dad was quite athletic-oriented,” 
he elaborates. “I started playing catch 
with him with a football almost as early 
as I could walk. One time, we were 
playing inside the house. 

“My mother had an expensive antique 
cabinet,” Osborne continued. “I don’t 
know why, but for some reason I got an 
urge to kick the bail back to my dad. So I 
did. . . and, of course, broke the cabinet. 
The incident caused quite a crisis in our 
household for awhile.” 


' For Osborne, the memory is vivid 
perhaps because it was one of his few 
unpleasant experiences. As the owner of 
clusters of individual athletic honors and 
holder of a doctorate in educational 
psychology, he admits that things have 
always seemed to fall into place. 


He just couldn’t escape that all- 
American image. Osborne was, at 
Hastings High School, a straight-A stu- 
dent . . . student body president, Student 
Council member . . . all-state football 
quarterback, all-state basketball player 
on a state championship team, state Class 
A discus champion in track and pitcher- 
third baseman on his American Legion 
state baseball championship team. 


To the surprise of some, Osborne chose 
to compete at Hastings College where he 
had spent ‘‘practically every night” after 
grade school and junior high. His 
grandfather played on the college’s first 
football team in 1900. 

“My dad went to Hastings College, 
too,” Osborne noted. 


“Tt made sense for me to go there,” he 
said, “When I graduated from high school 
(1955) I don’t think it was any tremendous 
deal to play football or basketball at 
Nebraska. I was pleased when they 
contacted me. But I wasn’t ready to 
specialize in any one sport.” 

“ The next four years embellished 
Osborne's all-American young man im- 
age, athletically and scholastically. While 
maintaining a high grade average 
throughout college, he became the only 
two-time winner of the Sunday Journal 


and Star State College Athlete of the Year 
award. 

These were gained on the strength of 
four letters and three all-state honors in 
both football and basketball, and four 
letters in track. Osborne also received All- 
American small college mention in 
football and basketball. 


He bypassed post-graduate studies for a 
chance at pro football, although he was 
only a 19th round draft choice of the San 
Francisco 49ers. With Y.A. Tiddle and 
John Brodie entrenched at quarterback, 
the 49ers converted Osborne to an 
offensive end. 

Talk about elite company. Osborne was 
the only rookie end to make the 49ers, 
joining such teammate receivers as R. C. 
Owens, Hugh McHllenhanny, Billy 
Wilson and Clyde Connor. 

After being traded, he spent the next 
two seasons with the Washington 
Redskins where, as he put it, ‘I learned 
to lose. We were i and 13 my last year 
with them.” 

His contribution to that team was 22 
catches for 297 yards and two touchdowns 
... hot bad for a team which ranked dead 
last in passing in the NFL. 


Osborne had wanted to become a 
lawyer, but didn’t pursue it. He lasted 
only two weeks at San Francisco 
Theological Seminary, a Presbyterian 
school, after receiving a Rockefeller 
Theological Fellowship. ~ 

“J was ready to make my move 
educationally; “but I didn’t want to 
divorce myself from athletics,’’ Osborne 
notes. ‘So when I started on my master’s 
degree at Nebraska, I wrote Coach 
Devaney when he was still at Wyoming 
and asked him if I could help. 

“J wasn’t in any position to bargain 
with him financially,” adds Osborne. 


Osborne spent 
his first season 
helping coach the 
Cornhuskers in 
exchange for meals 
at the training 
table. 


That same year he met Nancy Teder- 
man of Holdrege through a mutual 
friend, Don Fricke of Hastings. President 
of Mortar Board, Nebraska women’s 
scholastic honorary, and a Homecoming 
football queen attendant, she became 
Mrs. Tom Osborne in 1962. 

“I was impressed with Tom when I 
first met him,” says Nancy, “but actually, 
I didn’t like him. He was a very self- 
assured type of person. It sort of bugged 
me at first, but later I started to admire 
that trait.” 

After three years of helping to coach 
the freshman team, ‘“‘things got 
financially a little better, but it still 
wasn’t much,” according to Osborne, 
who received his doctorate in 1965. 

“J was in a real dilemma,” recalls 
Osborne. “I was teaching four courses a 
day in statistics and ed psych, and liking 
it. I was an assistant professor and a 
halftime football coach. 

“I knew I had to go one way or the 
other,” he continued, “but I stalled for a 
year and a half. I finally decided I wasn’t 
all that anxious to become a graduate 
student advisor. I think the idea of so 
many committee meetings is what turned 
me off.” 


After opting for football, Osborne 
figured he could be a head coach 
somewhere, someday. “‘At least this was 
the goal I set in 1966 or 67,” he notes. 

He investigated head coaching 
possibilities at South Dakota University 
and Texas Tech. ‘Four or five years ago, 
I considered taking an offer to be head 
coach at Augustana (S.D.),” Osborne 
indicated, “but I thought having been in a 
program of Nebraska's size and stature, it 
might not ever seem the same. 


‘? had no particular thoughts or 
designs about becoming head coach at 
Nebraska,” says Osborne, ‘‘until Bob 
began to sound as though he wanted me 
to stay here.” 


“T think my being designated assistant 
head coach last year gave us a Shakedown 
period for the whole staff to adjust and 
provide for an orderly transition,” 
Osborne said. 


“J don’t intend to consciously make any 
wholesale changes,” Osborne says, “not 
when a program has been as successful as 
Nebraska’s, with its great fan support, 
facilities and financial backing. 

“Whatever changes are made will be 
primarily extensions of personality,” 
Osborne noted. 


“In. some ways I'm an unknown 
quan don’t ‘see myself as a Vince 

ombardi type of coach, because that’s 
not the way I am.” 


“And,” he says, laughing, “I don’t even 
plan to do any somersaults like Pepper 
Rodgers (of UCLA) does when he comes 
out onto the field. There are a lot of 
different ways to be, and still be a 
successful coach. You still have to pay the 
price to pay attention to detail, and put in 
awfully long hours.” 


The long days and extra responsibility 
of becoming a head coach obviously 
restrict Osborne’s family life, which he 
considers “my biggest single source of 
satisfaction.” 

But wife Nancy, mother of 7-yeat-old 
Mike, 5-year-old Ann and 3-year-old Suzi, 
claims “our major adjustment — getting 
used to the erazy type of life of a head 
coach — has already taken place. 

“ think Tom and I are fairly solid and 
understand the situation. And the kids do 
too, at their own levels,” she adds. “Now, 
it’s just amatter of how we use the time 
we have together. We plan to take a block 
of time this summer and go to Lake 
McConaughy and to the mouniains in 
‘ Colorado.” 

Although articulate and a good after- 
dinner speaker,-Tom (recently named lay 
leader for St. Paul's Methodist Church) 
plans to limit speaking engagements “as 
much as possible, to concentrate on 
recruiting and actual coaching.” 


Osborne wants to 
give the football 
program everything 
he has, but not his 
soul. 


Nancy deseribes him as “very con- 
siderate and thoughtful, even though he’s 
such a busy person. 

“His first head coaching job is a great 
challenge,” she says, “and, realistically, 
carries a great deal of pressure with it. 
It's going to be a different feeling for me 
too. ’'l probably tear up my program 
more than I do now.”
